A stroll down memory lane... 


My year in Southeast Asia was 1969, the height of our 
buildup/presence "over there." As an Aix Force communications 
officer I was also base MARS director at two different bases 
(changed location mid-year). Always considered operating as 
an HS but never did... We had Collins equipment too, a 
KWM-2A and 30S-1 at one location, KWM-2A and 30L-1 at the 
other. 


First place (Nakhon Phanom RTAFB [Royal Thai Air Force 
Base]) had a separate small building with nice waiting room 
(plenty of paperback books courtesy the base library) and a 
humungous leg periodic antenna which we almost lost when a 
chopper made an emergency landing next to it (wounded on board, 
our open field was closest to base hospital). 


Second place was my favorite though - no operation when I 
arrived (Udorn RTAFB), just a room, equipment, a 90-foot pole 
out back and a tech sergeant who got there about the same time I 
did. He also was a ham so could speak intelligently about doing 
it right. 


At the time our best frequencies were those just above 20 
meters (just about 15 mHz). We decided that antenna was everything, 
so we designed a full size, three element, cubical quad cut for the 
particular frequency. Once he had finished building it we called in 
the Jolly Greens who came over, picked it up and delivered it to my 


tech sergeant who was by then at the top of the 90-foot pole (he was 
an outside wire man by trade, so fully qalified on pole-climbing). No 
rotator; didn't need one. Just tied it in place pointing toward 

the states. 


Result: we were passing phone patch traffic when other stations 
in SEA were not being heard stateside. Particularly appreciate Barry 
Goldwater's operation: he had his MARS station manned full time, 24 
hours a day, and any traffic from SEA through his station he picked 
up the long-distance charges stateside, no calling collect. 


And what a morale booster!. We of course were not mobile, but 
when it was 3 AM and no one waiting, our operator would go down the 
base phone book finding people who were on duty. “Wanna talk to home?" 
Great boost for airmen on the flight line, working on aircraft in 
pouring rain, to get a call like that... not to mention all the others 
on the job at that time.

Having carefully examined some examples of both, the main conclusion is 
that in every case the 28A has much smaller coils (on bakelite forms) in 
the RF box than does the 28, which has larger coils on cardboard forms. 
Other differences vary between examples. All of the ones I looked at (both 
28's and 28A's) have fuses. Some of the 28A's have a 28 front panel.

shelf always seem to go bad first? Of course the whiff of smoke is the 
4.7K-ohm resistors tied to some of these shorted caps.

I've had three RF decks here and all three worked right out of the box, so 
to speak. Very solid design (Thank you, Ed Clegg!); not even the carbon 
comp resistors seem to develop value drift.

>problems, experiences which might help me? 


The only problem I've had with mine was that one of the paper caps in the 
modulator failed. There are 5 of them in there and I just changed out all 
5 as a matter of principle. I recommend doing this because the paper caps 
are notorious for being unreliable. 


Early Zeus RF decks were alleged to have trouble loading into either 
reactive loads or loads that were not very nearly 50 Ohms. One of my Zeus 
decks is an early "Climaster Zeus" and even 50 Ohm dummy loads require that 
I tune it with the Load control at maximum capacity. My other Zeus decks 
are much more tolerant of load mismatches. 


Other than this, I haven't found any real surprises or landmines in the 
design. It is solid and will put out 100+ Watts of RF all day long, if you 
ask it to.
